Mr, Sharp'then addressed the Court: I pro- 
pose to open up shortly an outline of the facts 
on the part of the Empress of India, reserving 
untilafterwards matters affecting the Kwangtai, 
Their: story was that the Empress, came up 
dead astern somewhere about eight miles off. 
This occussed in the ‘dark but in fair weather, 

_ Each steamer saw.-the other for something like 
eight miles } notwithstanding all these circum: 
stances, the Empress, | may almost put it, in 
absolute, disregard of the consequences, ran 
down the Kwangtai ; neither ship had changed 
its course; this is the story which has ‘been’ 
told by the’ principal witness and it may be 
» taken from the pretim'rary-act of the petition’ 
and from the accounts of the principal wit- 
nesses, That. story is hardly conceivable and 
apparently incredible, Itit very unlikely, under 
the conditions; that any ship in the world 
would da what has been described by some of 
the witnesses, He would submit that the 
story .is absolutely inconsistent in’ view 
of the injury to the Empress of India 
He would like to make two or three prelimin- 
ary observations to his Lordship, and one was 
that the company to which the Empiess be- 
longs is not heré in the position of an ordinary 
defendant. Through the collision, the Company 
. hag been the sufferer, and for which loss they’ 
would have taken’ proceedings against the’ 
Chinese government ; but as the Court isaware 
such could not be done. In this case. the 
i Oanadian Pacific Company have been helpless 
and unable to take proceedings ‘in the matter, 
In view of what hap been adduced the two 
Stories are not reconcilable. In collision cases, 
the.evidence of each: side is contradictary and 
show up evidence either one way or the other. 
In this case the evidence is entirely irrecon- 
cilable, [tis also impossible to disguise the 
fact that.in this case one story is not only false, 
but he is afraid it i: Intentionally false, 
The issue before his Lordship would be a very 
simple one, andthe is ue wouldrest upon which 
story his Lordship accepted, [f what has been 
told by the Kwangtai's side be true, then -the 
Empress is entirely to blame ; if the Empress’ 
story be true, then the Kwangiai is to'blame, 
In regard to the law bearing on the subject, at 
_ this stage he would like to make one observa- 
tion.. He would admit: that it was the prima- 
facie duty of an overtaking ship to keep out 
of the way, He referred to Article 21 for the 
prevention of collisions at sea, His Lordship 
‘will learn from the evidence that the Em- 
press, as the overtaking vessel, was perlorming 
cher duty. Thereupon the Kwangtai suddenly 
and improperly .changed her course, ‘and 
Swung across the bows of the Empress, there- 
by causing the collision. Although it is the 
Prima-facie duty fof an overtaking ship to keep

After the course was changed the 
Kwangtai was still a point-on the Empress’ 
starboard bow, and Captain: Marshall still re- 
mained on the bridge; thereafter the -light, 
continued to brighten on the starboard bow 
Seeing that all was: appsrently right he 
went to his room, At tt 4% when the light 
had broadened out on (he Empress’ bow to 
the extent of about three points an unlighted 
ignk was observed by the Empress at torme- 
thing like threenrfour miles ahead just between 
the course of the two versels.

The order to starboard was then given, The 
uartermaster and all the witnesses agree that 
‘the orders were giyen'in time to be carried 
aut; afresh order of “hard a starb ard” was 
viven; both orde’s, were practically given 
simultaneously, and we will take it that there 
was only time to carry out one of these orders, 
The Captain and both officers of the watch on 
the Empress hajled the Kwangtai to port as 
the only menns then. possihle of avoiding: a 
co'lision, The Kwangtii taok’no notice but 
swung into the Empress’ starboard bow, Im- 
mediately after she was observed to be swing: 
ing around and the Kwargtai. struck the 
Empress as the witnesses will testify; At the 
moment of the-collision the Empress had 
swung around to port for about three points. 
When the vessels struck the hulls of the ships 
swung together very rapidly and the gun 
sponsonan the port side of the Kwangtai struck 
the Eirpress somewhere amidships, The. first 
blow was caused by the bowsprit ‘of the 
Kwangta'. The effect of the impact was that 
the Empress heeled over ta'the Kwangtai and 
inflicted a glancing blow a little forward above 
the bidge. Afterwards the Iwangtai's bow 
swung clear of the Empress, and there is no 
doubt bat that the foundering of the Kwangtai 
was caused b‘ the Empress's propeller, 
. Mr, Sharp addressed the Ccurt and said he 
did not propose to recapitulate the evidence in 
all its details as no doubt the details were still 
fresh in his Lordship's memory. He would 
only therefore refer ‘to those passages in the 
evidence which occurred ta him in the course 
of his observation of the case, The issue is 
‘extremely simple, The, evidence given by

made—it was for his Lordship to decide which 
of the two stories he heard, he would accept

~ It will not be long before the Mexican peso 


is but a memory or a‘curio in the Phik ppine } 


Islands. The Chinese merchants ofthe Islands 
are expor ing every Mexican coin, they can lay 
hands on, cither to: Hongkong or Singapore, 
and notwithstanding this fact, Mexican is de- 
| Preciating in value every day. 


Since September ssth,.the Customs archives 
show that nearly three million Mexican dollars 
have’ been exported from this port and only 
three thousand imported, 
Cablenews, In fact,the importation of Mexicans 
into the Phitippines has absolutely ceased. 
One of the reasons for this is that it ceases to 
be a legal tender on January 1, according to an 
act of the Commission; but the main reason 
is, that it 1s generally known, the bankers of 
Manila, in order to aid the Government in the 
promulgation of the new currency, have pro- 
mised Governor Taft nat to receive Mexican 
on deposit after the first of the year, ‘I'his, ac- 
tion on their part makes the currency practically 
Worthless'here from the first of the year on,
